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Castle Menzles. Is a plain, substantial, turreted 
Mansion, bearing the date 1571. It stands in a beautiful 
wooded park at the base of the picturesque Rock of 
Weem. In the Menzies Charter Room are manv valuable 
Historical documents, also an Antique Oak Cabinet which 
belonged to Mary Queen of Scots, and several fine 
specimens of tapestry, especially the piece in “Prince 
Charlie’s” Bedroom depicting the story of “Dido and 
Aineas.” 
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
